The  amount  of  margarine  produced  in  the  United  States  during  July  1948  was 
50,451,000  pounds,  aa  shown  by  compilation  of  reports  received  from  all  margarine 
manufacturers, 

July  1948  production  was  1,829,000  pounds  more  than  that  of  July  1947  and 
4,760,000  pounds  more  than  the  July  average  for  the  5  years,  1943-47, 

Of  the  total  amount  produced,  49,319,000  pounds,  or  98  percent,  were  manu- 
factured from  vegetable  oils  only  and  1,132,000  pounds  or  2  percent,  from  animal 
and  vegetable  oils.     Coloring  was  added  to  16  percent,  or  8,141,000  pounds  of  the 
margarine  produced  leaving  42,310,000  pounds  uncolored.
